In addition to the seven 
Charter members of Phi Lambda, 
more than 75 Alumni and under- 
graduates appropriately marked 
the occasion. 

As early as four o’clock on Fri- 
day afternoon the Alumni began 
to assemble at the Chapter House 
put it wasn’t until about 9:30 that 
evening that reminiscencing real- 
ly began over the sliced Nittany 
Mountain roast turkey, Stone Val- 
ley hickory cured ham, cheese 


and coffee. 


During this session, the Alumni 
and the undergraduates had a 
grand opportunity to become ac- 
quainted and from then on, name 
tags lost their value. On num- 
erous occasions the groups were 
interrupted by the welcoming of 
a late comer in the hall, who im- 
mediately joined in the party. 

Retold during the evening were 
the stories of the building of the 
House in the corn field on Locust 
Lane, the first Fraternity House 
in that section, the trials and tri- 
bulations of the fall guy and the 
College Widow, Sim and the boy- 
cott of the movies, the fire at 
the Greek restaurant and the sal- 
vage activities which followed, 
Poster Night, the rushing methods 
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inherited from the Pioneer days, 
the prowess of many former 
State athletes and countless other 
interesting undergraduate ex- 
periences. 


The Resident members held 
their own in explaining the pres- 
ent rushing regulations and the 
complicated formula to be follow- 
ed to determine honor point 
standing and related the campus 
activities of the present classes 
and the excellent gain in schol- 
astic rating during the year.

He 
advised them that a new heating 
system had been installed and 
that new plumbing and renova- 
tion of the bath rooms was under 
contract to be completed in the 
fall of 1952. When asked about 
the financial standing of the 
Building Corporation he related 
that the original mortgage had 
been reduced to $4,000.00 but that 
the needed renewals and major 
repairs compelled the increase of 
the mortgage to $14,000.00. Be- 


fore adjournment, the President 
was asked to appoint a committee

make a report at the next meet- 
ing of the Association in October 
of this year. At the close of the 
meeting he was given a rising 
vote of thanks for the time he 
has given the Fraternity in all its 
various activities.
